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Grounds for Review 



The Prevention of Crime and Disorder 

This application for review concerns the perpetual licence granted by the Isle of Wight Council to 
Solo Promoters Limited ("Solo Promoters") to organise and run the isle of Wight Festival (the 
"Festival") at the premises set out in Part 1 of this Application (the "Licensed Premises"). 

It is accepted that the weather conditions were poor on the 21 st and 22 nd June, 2012. However, this 
is no justification for the lack of any clear or credible contingency planning by Solo Promoters [and 
the Isle of Wight Council] to address the bad weather which caused unprecedented disruption and 
disorder to the traffic and travel network on the Island. 

This disruption led to disorder in and around the port area of East Cowes (including the premises of 
GKN Aerospace Services) and the surrounding areas of the Licensed Premises. Large numbers of 
individuals attending the Festival were forced to leave their vehicles and congregate in large 
numbers to seek shelter until Solo Promoters decided to open the gates to the Licensed Premises. 
The unnecessary and inexplicable decision by Solo Promoters to keep the access to the Licensed 
Premises closed could have easily led to increased disorder in and around the premises of GKN 
Aerospace Services and the Licensed Premises. 

Public Safety 

It is self-evident that any disruption to the road or ferry network on the Isle of Wight will have severe 
consequences for public safety on the Island. Any additional congestion to the existing road network 
would have fatal consequences in the event that the emergency services are unable to move freely 
around the Island. On the 21 st and 22 nd June, 2012 it would have been impossible for the Ambulance, 
Police or Fire Services to attend any emergencies and was a direct threat to the public safety of the 
residents on the Island. 

The clear threat to public safety on the 21 st and 22 nd June, 2012 is directly attributable to Solo 
Promoters and their inability to organise and run the Festival in a safe and credible manner. The 
residents and businesses on the Isle of Wight cannot accept such a threat in future years and the Isle 
of Wight Council is under a clear obligation to take action to stop such a threat. 

The Prevention of Public Nuisance 

Solo Promoters Limited [and the Isle of Wight Council] had a clear duty of care to ensure that the 
Festival did not cause a nuisance, or obstruct or hinder the passage of the public (including the 
employees of GKN Aerospace Services) along the highways of the Isle of Wight, whether by land or 
water. 

The licence granted to Solo Promoters and the corresponding failure of Solo Promoters Land of the 
Isle of Wight Council,] to implement adequate traffic and travel plans caused a clear public nuisance. 
This public nuisance had a direct impact not only on the business of GKN Aerospace Services but the 
other businesses on and residents on the Island. This public nuisance caused an unprecedented and 
substantial obstruction to the travel network on the Isle of Wight and caused a direct and substantial 
loss to GKN Aerospace Services by obstructing and preventing GKN employees attending work on 



the 21 st and 22 nd June, 2012. Such a nuisance, or any future nuisance that disrupts the business of 
GKN Aerospace, is not acceptable. 

As a key part of the local community, and one of the largest employers on the Isie of Wight, GKN 
Aerospace Services has also consulted with local businesses and residents and it is clear that the 
public nuisance which occurred on the 21 st and 22 nd June, 2012 had a detrimental impact on the 
local community. The overwhelming consensus of residents and businesses on the Isle of Wight is 
that the Festival does not contribute significantly to the local economy and will constitute and on- 
going public nuisance in its current form. 

The disruption and chaos on the 21 st and 22 nd June, 2012, caused by the licence granted to Solo 
Promoters, has served to highlight the complete lack of any planning or credibility on the part of 
Solo Promoter to effectively and safely organise the Festival in future years. As such, GKN Aerospace 
Services, the residents and businesses on the Isle of Wight are now legitimately concerned that if the 
licence granted to Solo Promoters is not revoked, or at the very least reviewed and conditioned, any 
future Festival will continue to cause a public nuisance and has real potential to cause crime, 
disorder and a threat to public safety. 

If the licence is not revoked then at the very least the terms of the licence should be amended to 
include a dear annual consultation process involving local businesses and residents of the Island to 
ensure no future nuisance, disorder or risk to public safety occurs.
